Lord Hortann” made several remaries respecting the legal 
objects of this Bill, to which the Lord Ca@ancerto® replied 5 
after whicli'the House went into a Committee upon jt, when @ 
long conversation enated on several of the clauses, which ee 
went various amendments.

Amount which they actually paid.” 

Mr. VANs(rrart deprecated all interference on the part of the 
House with the proceedings of the Bank, as tending to retard 
rather than ‘accelerate the wished-for object. The Bank had 
made considerable payments, and the Directors were most willing 
to resume payments in cash. If they were not interfered with, 
the intention of Parliament, would be carried into execution as 
ear'y as possible. . 

Mr. GRENFELL observed, that when he formerly had made a 
similar motion, the Right Hon. Gentleman said the Bank had 
virtually resumed cash payments: now, however, this was not 
even pretended, The conduct of the Right Hou. Gentleman was 
certainly remarkable respecting the Bank. 

The House divided—For the motion, 11—Against it, 34. 

Mr. ‘Trerxey then rose and made various observations on the 
shme subject, contending, that if the Bank, by their large paper 
issues, were moliplying difficulties rather than facilitating a re- 
torn to Cash Payments, then there wasa juggle going on, dis- 
graceful both te Government and the Bank, No one could deny, 
he said, that whilst the présent fluctuating state of circulation 
continned, the private property of every man.in the kingdom was 
placed in the greatest jeopardy, and that some great calamity 
must, sooner or later, be the inevitable result. It was impossi- 
ble but that an inéonvertible paper currency withont limit, mast 
end in ruin, It might be the case that some of the Directors of 
the Bank would-explain the motives for these increased issues of 
their paper. Should they afford no sucli explanation, but shelter 
themselves-under the majorities of the Chanceltor of the Exche- 
quer, he for one, and be believed the whole kingdom, would en- 
tertain their suspicions of sach condict,—The Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman concluded with moving for the total weekly account of 
insues, fromthe 3d of February to the 34 of March, distinguish- 
ing the Bank Notes from the Bank Post Bills. 

«Mr. VAnsirrart said, he should not oppose the motion, and 
he agreed in the principle maintained, that a reduction in the 
ixsues of the Bauk was a necessary preparation’ to “he resump- 
uon of Cash Payments. : —* 

Mr. "MANNING said, that the Dirertors were prepared to justify 
wil their proceedings. “The Hank had no wish to extend their is- 
sues, and he had no objection. to the motiou. —  . *. - - 

Mr. GRENFELL femarkéd, Mat the’ Hank issues had increased 
during the whole half of lust year. + It was greater than at-any 
former period of eqital duration since 1797; and at this moment 
gambling in the funds.was careied on without precede .t or. pa- 
rallel.. (fear, Aear!} The Right Hoo. Gentleman was a moral 
wan, and-he was sure he was not awere of the effecté of the pre- 
sent vacillating system. He would, therefore, intreat bim to 
give the poblic some certain iufurmation respecting his plan of 
finance. 

Mr. Vanetrrart denied that any thing he had ever said could 
\ have led to the encouragement of gambling in she funds, and he 
treated the insinuation with contempt. (Hear, hear!) Ue should 
take no such disclosure, as suggested by the Hon. Geutle- 
mee, - promoters statements could only lead to the evil com- 
plained ot., 

Mr. Tiervey said, that for many years past they had heard 
much of the sorrow of the Directors at not being allowed to pay 
in spent, and he wanted them to prove their sincerity. 

Mr. Grenvece disclaimed any personal allusion to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, believing as he did that a more consci- 
entious Minister never filled the situation. 

The motion was carried, end the House adjourned.

Go- 
vernment knew pothiag of his private char#cter previous to his 
journey in company with Mitchells bot they bad reason to be- 
lieve that hé had ever since conducted himsclf as a respectable 
ifidividual.

DRURY-LANE. 

A new comedy in five acts,—a visitor of great importance 
now-a-days,—inade it’s appearance here on Monday last 
tinder the title of The Castle of Glyndower. It is attri- 
buted to a Mr. Ritey, who formerly acted at this theatre 
for a short time, and is author of a work called the [ti- 
merant, which is said not to be destifute-of humour. The 
comedy was one of the completest failures we ever remem- 
ber to Wav ‘wittienead.: Hisses began here and there very 
early; ahd in the course of the third act the pit rose in a 
body, put on their hats, and refused td bear a word more. 
Nir. H. Jonxstgw came forward, and requested that they 
would only heat the piece out, “for the sake of the per- 
formers ;” but they were not tobe propitiated; he was 
answered with cries of “ No, no! Shame! ‘Too bad, too 
bad!”

in particular districts ; others were the correspondence of 
the different Governors, and tle evidence extracted 'm ju- 
dicial proceedings, printed by the order of tlie Tlouses of 
Parliament, bat so voluminous, that, for the mass of 
English readers, for all indeed who world not devote 
years to consider or digest them, they migit as well havo 
not existed at all. There was no publication which in it 
self seryed or pretended to convey an idea of the whole 
of the history of the British in India; and wat the same 
time enabled the enquirer to form an.estimate o7.the cha- 
racter and institutions of the people with whom they have 
heey connected. ‘T'o obtain even an imperfect idea of 
Indian affairs or Indian manners, it was necessary.to wade 
through a vast number of voluines, and consume a much 
greater portion of time than many diligent readers bestow 
on the whole course of their historical studies. . 

Tt was hardly possible, as Mr. Mill observes, that the 
matter from these, scattered sources “ should have been 
brought'together, for, the’ first time, without being instruc. 
tive, however anskilfally the. task may have. been, per- 
formed.” But there was a danger, lest it should be done 
imder an improper. bias. ‘Phe persons who tufn their 
attention chiefly to Indian affairs, are, with so few excep- 
tions, warmly interested by gratitude or expectancy in the 
support of the Company and the Judian Government, that: 
a proper developement of their proceedings can hardly be 
expected from them. ‘l'hose again who’ have studied the. 
manners and language of the natives, ace much too apt to 
over-rate the value of the institutions and the literature, in:

‘She flames continued their ravaces chiefly at the houses in 
Hewit’s-court, at the back of the above houses (which were 
chiefly oeéupied by poor persons), which were before nine o'clock 
entirely gutted... The poor ocenpants had but very little time t 
yet out of their dwellings, and therefore could save but very little 
of their property: The children were carried into. St. Martin's 
church-yard, and wrapped in blankets, their apparel having been 
consumed.— Mrs. Wheater was burnt to death, a shopman, 
named Sturger, shared the same fate. Another shopman, named 
‘asker, was killed in ieaping from the third floor window. 
Another shoparan, named Lloyd, is dreadfully injured. Mr. 
Wheater is in a dangerous state. ‘The value of the property de- 
stroyed is incalculable. There is no positive proof how the fire 
commenced.
